Rep. Don Young (R-Alaska) , who is under FBI investigation and faces a tough reelection 
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fight, opened a legal defense fund earlier this month, according to House filings. 

The House ethlcs committee approved the defense fund Jan. 9, but It has not reported 
taking any donations yet, and Young spokesman Mike Anderson would not say if anyone had 
wrltten checks. 

"We had some feedback f r om some folks who said they wanted to help us out but they wanted 
to do so through a legal expense fund, so we went ahead and did that in the hopes that our 
campaign funds can be freed up," he said. 

Young spent nearly $450,000 of hls campaign money on legal expenses last year as several 
political opponents lined up to try to defeat hlm, one in his own party. Young is facing a 
primary challenge from state Rep. Gabrielle LeDoiuc and a potentially difficult general 
election as well. National Democrats feel that former lieutenant governor candidate Ethan 
Berkowitz would be a strong challenger. Diane Benson (D) — who has previously 
challenged Young — and former state party chairman Jake Metcalfe (D) are also running. 

La t e last week, Young' s campaign began airing TV ads in Alaska, underscoring the 
importance for Alaska of having a senior member representing the state. 

"I 'm the person that should be elected to that job," he stressed. "Not for Don Young, but 
for Alaska." Young has attracted criticism from taxpayer watchdog groups for seeking the 
infamous "Bridge to Nowhere." 

Young in 2006 attracted 57 percent of the state' s vote. President Bush won 61 percent of 
Alaska' s vote in 2004. 

Anderson brushed off claims that Young is facing the most difficult race he's had in 
years . 

"This one is the one with the most interest in a long time, but all his races have been 
tough," he said. 

The 18-term lawmaker had nearly $1.5 million in his campaign account as of Sept. 30, 2007, 
according to CQ Money Line. Young's political action committee had over $238,000 at the 
end of last year. 

Late last year, the Justice Department reportedly began investigating whether an Alaska 
oil contractor used golf tournaments to funnel cash to Young, a new development in a case 
stemming from a state bribery investigation involving VECO, a company that services 
pipelines and builds oil exploration eguipment. 

The legal expense fund filings name Gail Schubert, an executive vice president of Bering 
Straits Native Corporation, as the trustee of the fund. The entity is one of 13 Alaskan 
native regional corporations created to represent natives' interests in land claims. 
Anderson said Schubert' s company granted her permission to serve as the trustee and that 
she is a lawyer and longtime friend of Young. 

When contacted, Schubert declined to comment on her role. 

Sen. Ted Stevena (R-Alaska) , who is also under FBI investigation because of his ties to 
VECO, has contributed $5,000 to Young's campaign. Reps. David Dreier (R-Calif.) and <Jim 
Saxton {R-N.J.) have also donated $1,000 each to Young.

Dear Rep. Gatto and Rep. Johnson, 

Hi, this is Mark Richards writing, co-chair of Alaska Backcountry Hunters and 
Anglers. I'm writing regarding the first hearing on Gov. Palin's Intensive Management 
bill (HB 256) tomorrow afternoon in the House Resources committee. I've been in 
discussion with ADFG and Dept of Law on this bill this past summer and fail, and our 
org o pposes HB 256. We'd like to send in detailed comments but weren't sure if you 
were taking public comments at this time. 

In a nutshell, we strongly support Governor Palin's attempt via this bill to make our 
state's predator management decisions "legally defensible," but the changes to our 
existing IM law that are in this bill have the potential to be worse than the "disease" 
we are now seeing with anti-hunters and other orgs suing the state every time we try 
to manage our predators. This bill, if passed, would take away definitions of 
biological terms such as "harvestable surplus" of game, remove mandates that the 
Board of Game receive and duly consider input from ADFG biologists and 
managers regarding prudent wildlife management, and legalize the aerial shooting of 
bears in Intensive Management areas solely at the discretion of the Board of Game. 
Essentially it gives all authority on future predator management decisions to the Board 
of.Game. 

We had hoped for the public discussion and debate on this bill that Governor Palin 
and Commissioner Lloyd said would take place last May when this bill 
was introduced at the close of the last session, but we have heard not one iota about 
this bill in the public arena since that time. I am cc-ing this to Commissioner Lloyd 
and the Governor so they are clear on our position. It is likely that Resources will hear 
that HB 256 would make it "harder" for the Board of Game to institute drastic 
measures of wolf and bear control in future, and this is certainly true. If s true because 
as stated the Board of Game would have sole discretion on whether or not to institute 
future predator control programs, and would not be "forced" as they now are under 
current IM law to initiate any controversial predator reduction programs. But there are 
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two sides to this coin; on the flip side this bill if passed would also make it "easier" for the 
Board of Game to institute drastic measures of predator control. Indeed, we need to stop the 
frivolous lawsuits over our predator management schemes that cost the state (ADFG, Board 
of Game, Dept of Law) so much time and money, but this bill introduces too many potential 
downsides with its solution. If s possible that extensive legislative hearings and committee 
subsitutes could change our position, but at this time we oppose HB 256.

Legislature and Governor begin shortened (90 day) session in earnest 

The legislature just entered into its 14* day today with many committees operational in the flrst 

week of the second session of the 25* Alaska legislature. Finance subcommittees are already 
scheduling meetings hoping to complete early budget work for later deliberations. Realistically, 
there are oniy a few issues that are considered must pass for this year's legislature. Importantly, 
the legislature must pass an operating budget as directed by the constitution. The legislature 
should pass a capital budget, which helps correct and fund deferred maintenance backlogs and 
important transportation projects. 

Other issues worth noting that will likely consume much of this legislature are: PERS/TRS 
retirements, Constitutional Language allowing for long-term contracts between the state and a 
private entity, stockpiling budget surpluses in varying accounts, runding education on a two year 
cycle, and runding a municipal dividend. 

State ofthe State 

Governor Palin highlighted the state operating budget as her top priority in dealing with expected 
surpluses. The Govemor believes $7 billion should be saved in the Constitutional Budget 
Reserve, in the corpus ofthe Permanent Fund, or by forward runding education and relieving 
debt for PERS/TRS. Likely, the legislature will have some input, as they are the only folks 
under the constitution allowed to make appropriations. The Governor will likely be forced to 
veto or negotiate heavily before any final budget crosses her desk. 

Gasline 

Currently, the state of Alaska has entered into negotiations with TransCanada, the only 
application acceptable under the AGIA (Alaska Gasline Inducement Act) process. As you recall, 
AGIA took up considerable time and energy during last year's legislative session. 
ConocoPhillips has also submitted an application for a natural gas pipeline project that falls 
outside ofthe AGIA guidelines. Here is where things get tricky. TransCanada's application is 
conditional on gaining access to Alaska's vast supplies of north-slope gas. ConocoPhillips, for 
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argument's sake, has 1/3 of the gas, with BP and Exxon holding the remaining 2/3. As many in the 
legislature spelled out during the AGIA process, how do you get the foiks who hold the gas to the 
gasline builder, and how does one private company puli their share of gas out of the ground when all of 
the gas is pooled together? 

All three companies suggest that a fixed taxable rate needs to be set before gas can be sold in the 
domestic markets. While the ConocoPhillips proposal includes a fixed taxable rate, the state 
constitution may need some tweaking to allow the proposal to move forward. Even with changes to 
existing law, ConocoPhillips is still sitting on the sidelines according to the AGIA process, and 
TransCanada has yet to prove that there is access to the gas. So where are we with two different 
administrations and roughly six years into the process? It appears there is no clear resolution in sight. 

HJR 27-Constitutional authority to enter into hng-term natural gas contracts 
On the bright side, Rep Ralph Samuels and Rep. Jay Ramras have introduced HJR 27, a bill that would 
create a constitutional amendment to allow for the state and a private entity to enter into a long-term 
contract with rcgards to natural gas. When the previous administration had gone do wn this road, many 
folks cited the unconstitutionality of entering into a long-term contract and thus removing the 
legislature's constitutional authority to tax. As you may already know, contracts for delivery of natura! 
gas are generally sold on a long-term basis, 10-20 years into the future on average. This is the Standard 
practice on the domestic and world natural gas markets. HJR 27 attempts to bring the state and the 
north-slope producers together to bring Alaska's gas to market The bill is expected to be heard in the 
coming days in the House Judiciary Committee where timelines and specifics will be hotly debated. 

State Chamber Priorities 

Having adopted our top priorities this past fail, we are actively attempting to flesh them out during the 
legislative process. On the very top of the list, is the need for the state to adopt a fiscal plan. We still 
believe this is of the utmost importance for the future of the state. We have endorsed and reported on 
extensively last year, Rep. Mike Hawker's bill, HB 125. Amending Alaska Statutes regarding the 
Executive Budget Act, HB 125 assigns a long-term fiscal plan requirement to the Governor's duties of 
providing yearly budgets, with the plan looking out 10 years into the future. 

Fiscal Plan 

Last year, HB 125 was delayed in Senate Finance. After a few cordial meetings with Senator Stedman 
(co-chair of Senate Finance) and staff, we were told that the bill would be a priority next year. This year 
as promised, committee hearings on HB 125 began the first week. We expect more meetings in the 
future as details and concerns from other members are worked out Sen. Fred Dyson and Sen.Gary 
Wilken also carry similar bills. A few of their ideas may have to be rolled into the final product. 

We look forward to the continued dialogue and are optimistic the legislature will put something into 
statute this year. With the Governor having to update and submit a long-term fiscal plan each year, we 
will final I y have a moving target for the legislature and the public to use in order to achieve long-term 
fiscal stabil ity. 

Other Issues 

There are many other issues we are working on including limited budget growth by using the FY06 
budget as a starting point and allowing for 3% growth only for consecutive years. Below please find a 
list of a few of the bills that we are researching, working with staff and legislators on, writing letters on 
and providing public testimony for. There are many issues facing Alaska's business community, far too 
many to list, but we are doing our best to stay out in front and represent business in Alaska.

We Didn't Do It

American educators are, by and large, a passive bunch. Comes 
the lashing over our alleged failures and we mostly take a "thls, 
too wiji pass," or an "I wllt work harder" attitude (the latter after 
the horse in Anlmal Farm and we know what happened to him). 
Educators were blamed for letting the Russlans get into space 
flrst (Elsenhower wanted them to do that), for the urban riots of 
the 60's, for the SAT decline (mostly due to changes in the 
demographics of who was taklng the SAT), for letting us become 
threatened by "a rising tide of medlocrity" and therefore "A 
Natlon at Risk." Lately myriad reports have exhorted teachers to 
do more lest we be felled economicalty by China or India (enter 
"Belleving the Worst" and "Bracey" into Google to get a chronicle of th 
that appeared in Stanford Magazine summer of 2006). 

Well, right now we have a chance to blow some reality onto the fog of 
education is perceived. Make a slgn that sits above your head strappe 
around your chest or waste proclaiming some version of "We Didn't M. 
Mess!" "This Mess" belng the global economlc crisis brought on by the 
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mortgage debacle whose full scope even now is not yet known. 

So far, no one has figured out how to fay thls one on the schools although i'm sure 
Bush and Spellings have Cari Rove locked in an office to construct some scenario for 
blame. (The schools will llkely be involved in some way. On Tuesday, January 22, 
Bush appeared wlth Treasury secretary, Henry Paulson, and flnancial guru Charles 
Schwab to announce the formation of an advisory committee on "financlal literacy.") 



In the meantlme, when someone at a dinner party says, "You Idiot educators have 
really done it thls ttme," you have some comebacks: 

'l. Schools dfdn't produce the cheap credlt whlch financed the houslng bubble. 
Cheap credlt was avallable because we were borrowing $2 bllllon a day, mostly 
from China (boy, if they ever cash in their chlts...). 

2. Greenspan kept rates low as a matter of policy and denied the existence of the 
bubble (just some "froth"). 

3. Unchecked Financial "Innovation." Shoddy products such as "Coilateralized 
Debt Obligations" and "Structured Investment Vehicles" were packaged by 
banks and soid on Wall Street, and not by high schoolers trylng to raise money 
for their class trip. 

4. The ratings agencies-Standard & Poor's, Moody's, etc,— were asleep at the 
wheel. At best. They might have known all along what was happenlng but 
looked the other way or winked in order to maintaln good relations with the 
banks issuing the garbage noted in #3. Because of this, not only has personal 
credlt tightened, but banks are skittlsh about lending to each other because 
they don't know how much of an institution is just a straw house. 

5. Predatory lending. American high schoolers might be mlddling at math, but I 
bet most of them would have seen the flaw in a domfnant sales strategy: 
Home values will rise forever! So it doesn't matter what the terms of the loan 
are because you're sure to get rlch from rising equity and prices. I am not a 
mortgage maven, but I'm not a novlce elther, but when one outfit offered me 
one of these interest-only-option deals, it took some very close reading of the 
fine prfnt to see that I would be in a negative amortization sltuation (the 
prlncipal of my loan would grow over tlme; I would owe more money than I 
borrowed) and that the interest rate could jump from 5.5% to 10.5% in a 
single year. No thanks. 

In the meantime, the military wants to expand by 92,000 troops with an estimated 
annual cost of $1.2 billion per 10,000. As of 2005 the Pentagon's Base Structure 
Report-the government's own official count-listed 737 bases around the world not 
counting those in Kosovo, Israel, Kyrgistan, Qatar, Uzbekistan or Iraq (106 by 
Itself). Some peace-loving nation, huh? At the height of their power, the Roman

state of California, Japan's economy tanked, but its kids conttnued to ace tests.

My first question is how did Halcro get this information. Someone in the meeting obviously provided it. I don't like 
that. Such disclosure is not consistent with the relationship we hope to have with the delegation. 

In our debrief with the gas team afterwards, we discussed each DC meeting and what, if anything, we need to do. 
We concluded that we should ask for a separate, low profile meeting with Senator Murkowski in Alaska just to 
review the facts, and I have requested this but have not heard back. 

Senator Stevens is adamant (and probably so is Senator Murkowski). In our collective opinion, we need to continue 
to educate and inform, not cut off Communications. 

Fortunately, we're not asking for anything now from Congress or the delegation. If there is activity, it will be at 
FERC and perhaps DOE. The reality is that AGIA is the only game in town, and I believe that the delegation 
understands that. 

Larry and I are continuing to respond to specific questions from the delegation, and hopefully that dialogue will 
help. The next big DC event is FERC's next report to Congress on the gasline. Collcctivety, I believe we've done 
everything we can to help FERC understand the current situation. 

Bccause of the importance of your question, I'm taking the liberty of adding the Governor to our email exchange.

We're sorry we haven't yet briefed you on the DC trip. 



Halcro is accurate. Of our meetings in DC, the one with the Senators was the only 
negative. Don Young was separate and very positive. The quotes are almost verbatim, so 
he has a good source . 



The disturbing connection doesn't end there, however. Sen. Murkowski's views on 
TransCanada 1 s application were clearly informed by Halcro. I don 't know if that is a 
direct connection, or through the briefings she would have received by staf f. At first 
she stated that these were opinions she reached after reviewing the documents herself, 
then after being pressed and presented with our side, she conceded that she had only 
looked at the Executive Summary of their application. 



Sen. Murkowski's message was that she was very disturbed by our treatment of 
ConocoPhillips. She read your letter to Mulva, and found it dismissive, and that was 
disturbing. We have to get the producers into the project. She doesn't know why we bent 
the rules to let TransCanada in, but don 't expect more help from the federal government . 

Sen. Stevens' message was that the opportunity for the project is slipping or has already 
passed, and the state was short-sighted when it rejected the previous deal. He stopped

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just barely short of saying "a pipeline at MJY cost." His other points were: 



The next federal administration will not allow any Alaska projects/ 
No additional federal assistance will be provided by Congress; 

The current federal assistance will be repealed if ANY gas will end up staying in 

Canada. 

We pushed back on all theae points, and the tone of the entire meeting was 
confrontational. We told them there were no current asks, and neither side conceded their 
position. We left dismayed and frustrated. 

Their overall message is not consistent with the impression we get from the federal 
agencies, or from Drue Pearce. we believe the appetite for the gasline project remaine 
high in DC, and there may be an opportunity to pursue additional help when the time comes.

In our debrief with the- gas team afterwards, we discussed each PC meeting and what, if 
anvthing we need to do. We concluded that we should ask for a separate, low profile 
meeting with Senator Murkowski in Alaska just to review the facts, and I have reguested 
this but have not heard back. 

Senator Stevens is adamant (and probably so is Senator Murkowski) . In our collective 
opinion, we need to continue to educate and inform, not cut off Communications. 

Fortunately, we're not asking for anything now from congress or the delegation. If there 
is activity, it will be at FERC and perhaps DOE. The reality is that AG IA is the only 
game in town, and I believe that the delegation understands that. 

Larry and I are continuing to respond to specific questions from the delegation, and 
hopefully that dialogue will help. The next big DC event is FERC 1 s next report to 
Congress on the gasline. Collectively, I believe we've done everything we can to help 
FERC unde^stand the current situation. 

Because of the importance of your ouestion, I'm taking the liberty of adding the Governor 
to our email exchange.

Last week, the AGIA architects traveled to Washington D. C. to deliver an AGIA update back 
to Alaska' s Congreseional delegation.

You asked fbr some additional infbrmation on the Juneau Empire news story Pat Forgey wrote yesterday about 
the settlement with an investment company. That investment company was managing about $6.2 million in SBS 
retirement funds for 1 ,288 state employees. The fund was supposed to be a conservattve bond fund but the 
value crashed after the managers made some poor decisions. 

LAW went after the investment company and reached a settlement agreement. Under the agreement, the state 
employees would recelve 100% of their retirement funds, (+) the rate of return the fund was supposed to provide 
fbr the «me period that it dropped on those funds, (+) interest. 

Because the settlement was so favorable to Alaskans, and the company faced nationwide exposure, the 
investment company asked LAW to agree not to do a press release. LAW agreed not to do a press release. 
LAW did so knowing there was no agreement to keep the settlement confidential and knowing that LAW coukf 
contact all the Alaskans harmed financially by letter, adual phone calls, etc. to make sure they got full 
compensation. 

In the 30 days since the first letter giving notk» about the settlement went out, 1 035 persons (80.35% of the total 
eligfble for a recovery) have responded and received their money. $5.4 million of the total $6.3 million In 
settlement proceeds have been paki out Next week, another letter is going out to the persons who did not 
respond to the first letter. 

Mike Barnhitl, the attomey intervlewed by Mr. Forgey is still upset with the spin that was put into the story and told 
him that it was ridiculous to characterize the settlement as a secret or confidential.
